MURDEROUS ASSAULT. 


TWO SOLDIdRS CLUB 4 UITIZEN 
NEARLY TO DEATH. 


Particulars of a Brutal Occurrence,

| ten o’elock a desperate attempt was made by a 
couple of soldiers to murder a citizen on Hum- 
pbries street. near Peters. That the man escaped 
with his life 1s almost a miracle for the soldiers 
clearly intended to do his business eff ciu.lly 
aud it is by no means certain yet that they have 
not succeeded.

NAMED ROBERT WILSON.

tain. Wilson is about thirty-five years of age 
and has a wife and family. He moved to his 
present residence not a very lo-g time since 
irom Carroll county. Twoor three days ago he 
started back to Carroll county on business, but 
only got as far as Atlanta, where he halted. 
Wilson is somewhat addicted to whisky, and 
for the two or three days that he has been here, 
he has been indulging his taste pretty freely at 
various bar rooms. He broughta mule with 
him which he put up semewhere at West Ead, 
and which it seems he desired to sell. During 
Weanesday he found a citizen who agreed to 
purchase the mule, and on Wednesday night 
Wilson started to West End for the purpose 
of bringing the mule back and delivering it to 
the purches.r. Somewhere on his route he met 
the two soldiers whose names are James Conley 
and Wilham Appleby. Two white giris were 
with them, one of whom is named McCarthy. 
How long they remained together is not known, 
but between nine and ten o’cloek the party ar- 
rived at Hiram Werner's barroom, on the cor- 
ner of Peters and Humphries streets. Conley 
seemed to be playing leader of the squad, and 
invited them in to have a drink. While they 
were in the saloon, one of the women took ad- 
vantage of a moment when she was not observ- 
ed to whisperto Wilson to be on his guard; that 
she knew the 
SOLDIERS INTENDED TO ROB HIM. 

Wilson had a stout, heavy stick in his hand, 
and being somewhat excited with hquor, paid 
very little attention to the caution. The party 
left the bar- room, an had proceeded about one 
hundred yards up Hmaphries street, when the 
soldiers ma e their assault. They spraig upon 
Wilson together, and after a short scuffle. suc- 
ceeded in getting away his stick. As soon as this 
was accomplished, Appleby held him and Con- 
ley beat him almost to death with his own stick. 
The women stood off and looked at the bloody 
work. It seems that they were so paralyzed with 
fear that they were incapable either of raising 
an alarm or giving any assistance, 

Wilson was knocked down, and the stick was 
broken over his head. He at last succeed: d in 
breaking loose from them, although frightfully 
wounded, made his escape by running. The 
soldiers pursued him, and rocked him, 
‘butgeeing they could not overtake him, gave 
up the chase. Wilson found his brother Mr. 
Ned Wilson and the two met officers Smith and 
Saulsbury on the corner of Whitehall and Hun- 
ter streeta while they were searching for a doc- 
tor, ‘The beaten man then presented a [right- 
ful appearance. He was bleeding profusely 
and his head looked as iff it had been
